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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIET Spring Planting Progress Improves. Soviet spring planting was 
50 percent complete as of May 18, according to the May 20th issue of 
Izvestiya. Of the 72.7 million hectares of all spring crops planted, small 
grains and pulses accounted for 39.4 million, which was 45 percent of the area 
planned for those crops. 


Good progress was made during the week ending May 18, as 16.7 million 
hectares of small grains and pulses and 29 million hectares of all crops were 
planted. The improved pace was expected since major seeding operations 
normally begin at that time in the major spring-wheat-producing region of the 
New Lands. Dry weather in northern Kazakhstan, where temperatures were 5-6 
degrees C. above normal, benefited the start of seeding operations there.

The U.S. agricultural attache in Moscow reported that according to 
Izvestiya, corn-for-grain had been planted on 76 percent of its planned area; 
sunflowers on 74 percent; sugar beets on 95 percent and potatoes on 48 
percent. Cotton planting had been completed.

OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


CANADA Proposes Grades for Canola. The Canadian Grain Commission has 
proposed a complete schedule of canola grades to go into effect August l, 
according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Ottawa. The new grades will 
be applied to all deliveries and shipments of canola which are now graded 
under the rapeseed schedules. This change is part of proposed amendments to 
the Canadian grain regulations which are expected to be approved early this 
summer. The term “canola” received official designation in 1986. Canola is 
defined as those rapeseed varieties which contain less than 2 percent erucic 
acid and less than 30 micromoles per gram of glucosinolates. Rapeseed grades 
will continue to apply to the few varieties designed for industrial use. 


FRUITS 


SOUTH AFRICA Expecting Larger Citrus Crop. Citrus production in 
South Africa for 1987 is projected at 685,000 tons, up 5 percent from last 
year, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Pretoria. The 1986 crop 
reached only 652,000 tons due to dry weather. Orange production for 1987 is 
projected at 515,000 tons compared to 496,000 tons in 1986. Poor coloring of 
fruit due to hot weather has been a major problem. Grapefruit for 1987 is 
forecast at 110,000 tons, up 11,000 tons, and lemons are projected up 3,000 
tons to 60,000 tons. 


CREDIT NOTES 


GUINEA Signs P.L. 480 Agreement. A P.L. 480, Title I sales agreement 
with Guinea was signed to provide for the sale of $8.0 million worth (about 
45,000 tons) of U.S. rice. 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL TRADE 


Export volume for March 1987 totaled 11.4 million tons, up 23 percent 
from the 9.3 million tons exported during March 1986. Agricultural export 


value during March 1987 totaled $2.4 billion, up $18.5 million (1 percent) 
from March 1986. 


Cumulative U.S. agricultural exports during October-March totaled 
$14.5 billion, down $669 million (4 percent) from the same period a year 
earlier. Export volume during the first 6 months of fiscal 1987 totaled 63.8 


million tons, slightly down (1 percent) from the 64.4 million tons exported 
during the first 6 months of fiscal 1986. 


Exports of grains and feeds were up 2.3 million tons (41 percent) in 
March 1987 from the same month a year earlier. However, agricultural exports, 
other than grains and feeds, were down 165,000 tons (4 percent) from March 
1986 levels. The biggest volume gainers were corn, barley, soybean meal, raw 
cotton, beef, pork, furskins, poultry products, tallow and fresh citrus. 
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March 1987 declines were concentrated in oilseeds and products 
(soybeans, peanuts and vegetable oils). Declines also were registered in 
exports of unmanufactured tobacco, fresh non-citrus fruit, wheat, fresh 
vegetables, linters, dried fruit and tree nuts. 


U.S. agricultural imports for October-March 1987 totaled $10.6 
billion, up 1 percent from the October-March 1986 total. Imports for March 
1987 totaled $1.9 billion, up 3 percent from March 1986. The overall net 
surplus of agricultural trade during October-March 1987 amounted to $3.9 


billion, down from a net surplus of $4.7 billion duringethe same period a year 
earlier.
